He assured the people of Alberta 
that they need not expect any pro- 
longed air attack but ‘occasional 
nuisance, raid” was possible. <A 
nuisance raid ‘would be aimed at 
throwing Alberta in a panic if the 
people were not prepared, disrupting 
jndutries ord forcing an unnecessarily 
large part of the Canadian Army and 
R.C.A.F, to be held in the province 
for defence. Enemy planes deterred 
from their original targets by 
weather or defences also might jetti- 
son their bomb loads on an Alberta 
target. 

{Ihere were four phases in the work 
of civil defence in the province. Tie 
first was planning, the second organ- 
ization, the third the recruiting of 
citizens to train in civil defence and 
the fourth instruction of the public 
which would begin immediately. 

Planning on the federal govern- 
ment level, although not complete 
was far advanced and only the comple- 
tion of details and the assignmeni 
at responsibilities remained. ‘The 
Provincial government departments 
were “well started” on their plans 
which, when completed, would b. 
filed with the provincjal co-ordinator. 
Municipa] planning was making sat- 
isfactory progress, 

'Mr. Gerhart said organization en- 
tailed the selection of community 
civil defence leaders, They 
would be chosen by the municipai 
district councils, county councils, 
town and city councils and then 
given the job of planning civil de- 
fence measures for their municipal- 
ities, Legislation would be required 
to authorize the local civil defence 
leaders to carry out tieir plans, which 
would be filed with the civil defence 
controller of each municipality. 

After the planning and the organ- 
igation would come the recruitment 
of thousands of citizens to train in 
civil defence and _ imple- 
ment the prepared emergency plans. 
Normally three per cent of any pop~ 
ulation was required for civil dee 
fence forces but because of the mo- 
lity of Alberta’s population, 3.5 per 
cent of Alberta’s people would be 
needed. Instructors would be trained 
by the federal government to teach 
in turn the volunteers, 

Mr. Gerhart said the next step in 
the setting up of a provincial cjvil 
defence organization .would he con- 
sultation . with the Canadian Red 
Cross,’ the St, John Ambulance Ag- 
sociation, Boys Scouts, Gjil Guides, 
professional, industrial and labor 
organizations and other groups who 
could adyise the province on the part 
they culd play.

CREATION OF NEW SPECIE 
OF FORAGE CROPS 


Colchicine, a drug obtained from 
the seeds of meadow saffron, is 
proving a valuable substance to the 
plant breeder in creating new specios 
and new varieties, By applying a 
weak solution of the drug to germ- 
inating seed or the growing tissue 
of plants the internal structure of 
the plant cells becomes altered, This 
can lead to the creation of a new 
plant forms that differ strikingly 
from the original plants. In many 
cases the new plant forms are greatly 
increased in sizo and may show 
changes in the chemical constitution, 
on the other hand there may be a rev 
duction in fertility, ‘which, if ser- 
‘nus, rules ou tthe possibility of the 
economic ues of suci: plant forms, If 
the fertility is only slightly loweredi 
repeated selection of more fertile 
plants cay build seed production up 
to a satisfactory level, 

Since 1940 most of the important 
economic crop plants of the world 
have been investigated using col- 
chicine treatments, While it is true 
that the results in a high percentage 
of the cases have not been advantag- 
eous, the few valuable new species 
obtained in this way are wel] Worth 
the trouble of the extensive investi- 
gations, " 

At the division of forage plante 
such new varieties have been pro- 
duced and tested extensively. The 
following species have reacted un- 
favorably to colchicine treatment— 
field roots (mangels, sugar beets and 
swedes), soybeans, unflowers, alfale 
fa and several grass species. Species 
that show promise are red clover, al- 
sike and oil seed rape. In red clovey 
the new forms show a considerable 
increase in size and are more re 
sistant to such diseases as mildew 
and root-rots than the ordinary vare 
iety. (While the fertility has been 
lowered, selection is proving ef- 
fective. The new of oil-seed 


rape has proved superior to the nor- 
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normal plant in several resepects,

The annual 
report on the activities of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police was issued 
recently, and although written in restrained and official language it reveals 
that there is still color and adventure in the work of the famous force. 
The report tells that in the northland, 539,000 miles were patrolled in the 
past year, 46,860 by dogsled. However, other figures showed the trend 


toward the use of modern equipment in place of the horse and dogsled.

Delay In Pension 
Plan Seen 


EDMONTON.—Old : ge pensions in 
Alberta will not be extended until 
April 1, 1952, Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
minister of welfare, announced. 

Dr. Cross said the present pension 
structure will remain in force next 
year as no increase in either the pro- 
vincial government’s share of the 
basic $40 a month pension or the 
supplementary allowance paid by the 
province is planned. 

The Dominion government recent- 
ly suggested that old age pensions to 
persons over 70 years of age should 
be paid entirely from the federal 
treasury with the provinces sharing 
half the cost of pensions to needy 
persons between 65 and 69, 

“However,” Dr. Cross explained, 
“constitutional amendments neces- 
sary to establish this system could 
not be completed in Ottawa until 
1952 at the earliest.” 

“Alberta, therefore, would not be 
able to institute the new pension plan 
before April 1, 1952, the beginning 
of the fiscal year,” he said.

Gas, Aid Search 


REGINA.—In a move to encourage 
development of natural gas fields in 
Saskatchewan, the Saskatchewan 
Power Corp. is prepared to negotiate 
purchase of gas wherever found in 
the province,’ providing it is found in 
sufficient quantity and the wells are 
reasonably accessible, Hon. J. A. 
Darling, chairman, has announced. 

The Power Corporation will nego- 
tiate purchase either at the wellhedd 
or brought out to a central gather- 
ing point in the gas field, Mr. Darling 
said, The gas will be used for power 
generation or distribution to consum- 
ers depending on the proximity of 
the gas field to populated centres, 

The price to be paid cannot be 
fixed, but it is intended that it will 
be sufficiently high to be an incen- 
tive to the development of producing 
wells, S 


At present Saskatchewan Power 
Corp, operates a generating plant at 
Unity which uses natural gas as fuel. 
The consumption of gas for 1949 was 
96,486,350 cu. ft. While complete 
figures are not yet available for 1950 
the consumption in January, 1950, 
was 65.5 per cent. greater than in 
January, 1949. 

The Department of Natural Re- 
sources, at the request of the Power 
Corporation, is conducting tests in 
the Lone Rock oil field southeast of 
Lloydminster to determine the extent 
of the gas reservoir in that area, 
The information obtained will be used 
by the Power Corporation to deter- 


mine the feasibility of installing a 
gas-powered generating plant near 
the gas wells at Lone Rock,

Family Allowances 
Changing Eating 
Habits Of Eskimos 


NORTH BATTLEFORD, Sask, — 
Family allowances are changing the 
Eskimo’s eating habits, says Dr. J. 
P. Moody, and the change is for the 
worse, 

Everywhere the white man’s food 
is eagerly sought by the natives, Dr. 
Moody told a seryice club luncheon 
meeting. 

But the native food of the far 
north is unbeatable for the Arctic 
life—fish in July and August; cari- 
bou in fall and winter; seal meat in 
the spring. Natives who eat a lot 
of raw meat are well supplied with 
all the requirements of a healthful 
diet, the doctor said. 

Authorities were reluctant to dis? 
courage the natives from eating the 
white man’s food, in view of wide- 
spread contamination of native meat 
that@came to light in surveys made 


.| after outbreaks of disease several 


years ago. 

But the natives have had to be 
warned against excessive use of flour 
and sugar, and their method of cook- 
ing which involves loss of vitamins. 

Dr. Moody, now on the staff of the 
Indian hospital in North Battleford, 
spent 314 years as a field medical of- 
ficer in the eastern Arctic, based at 
Chesterfield Inlet. He travelled 20,- 
000 miles through. the far north by 
airplane, dog team and canoe.

WINNIPEG.—The provincial’ gov- 
ernment announced that limited 
shooting of elk by farmers in the 
area surrounding Riding Mountain 
National park will be permitted Dec. 
18 to Jan, 31, 

‘G. W. Malaher, provincial game 
and fisheries director, said the pure 
pose of the special open season is to 
reduce the number of “several hun- 
dred” elk which have filtered from 
their park sanctuary to forage farm 
crops in surrounding districts, A 
year ago some 1,200 elk were counte 
ed in the farm areas, 

Licences — for farmers only — will 
cost $5 and the bag limit will be one 
animal of either sex and any age, 
Mr. Malaher sgid there may be @ 
season for all*Manitobans later if 
crop damage continues. 

Shooting is limited to an area 
bound on -the east and north by 
C.N.R. tracks from Rossburn junce 
tion to Dauphin and west to Russell, 
on the west by highway 31 and on 
the south by the C.N.R. line from 
Rossburn’ junction to Russell. No 
shooting will be allowed in the park 
itself.

The remarkable advance in weed 
warfare that has accompanied the 
introduction, wide farmer accept- 
ance, and effective use of 2,4-D 
not changed the basic principles of 
weed control. The successful control 


groups—annuals and peren ; 
Annuale—Annual weeds, such as 
Wild Mustard and Stinkweed, live 
but one year, £ luce a crop of 
seed, and then die, Annuals repro- 
done by seeds only. Obviously, all 
methods of controlling annuals have 
one principal purpose—the preven- 
tion of seeding. » This may 
attained in-many different ways— 
mowing, burning, cultivating, or 
through the use of chemicals. The 
easiest way to dispose of annual 
weeds is to kill them in their early 
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growth stages. 2,4-D is a most 
efficient for this purpose, 
Perennials — The most difficult 
weeds to control are perennials, 
They live for three-or more years 
and spread not only by seed but 
also by underground roots of stems 
(rootstocka), Consequently, the 
successful control of perennials by 
2,4-D, or other herbicides, requires 
deep penetration of chemicals into 
the root systems, a requirement 
which makes them more difficult to 
kill with chemicals than annuals. 

in combating rennial weeds 
three problems are involved: (1) To 
revent seed formation: (2) To 
ill all seedlings developing from 
seed already present in the soil. 
(8) To eradicate existing stands ef 
old establisheg plants, Thus the 
successful control of most perennial 
weeds requires a combination of 
special tillage and cropping methods, 
sunriernenied by the use of clean 
seed and the timely use of 2,4-D, 
or other weed-killing chemicals. ¢

Any signs of- 
rats, whether the pests are killed oy 
not, should be reported immediately
